Thereupon,  the  travel  to  Chicago  was 
started  via  rail  through  northern  New  York  via 
Buffalo  and  the  Michigan  Central  Railroad* 

This  railroad  was  then  in  process  of  building 
into  Chicago  and  its  nearest  approach  to 
Chicago  was  New  Buffalo,  Indiana/  The  re¬ 
maining  distance  of  65  miles  was  covered  by 
walking  into  Chicago*

Church,  Chicago,  he  was  married  to  Margaret 
Short,  who,  like  himself,  had  recently  emi¬ 
grated  from  her  native  town  of  Gurtheen, 
Feenagh,  County  Limerick,  Ireland.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  NAME  "CQLLi  NS” 

The  name  of  Collins  is  said  to  mean  "Son 
of  Nicholas”  being  derived  from  the  Gaelic 
O'Cotleains  who  were,  in  ancient  times,  prom¬ 
inent  among  the  Gaels  during  their  rule  in 
Ireland.  According  to  some  records  the 
O’Coileains  were  formerly  the  lords  of  Ni 
Chonaili  now  Upper  and  Lower  Connell oe  in 
County  Limerick,  Ireland. 


Sean  0f Co  ilea  in  was  a  celebrated  Poet  of 
the  18th  Century.  The  name  is  also  found  in 
ancient  records  in  the  various  forms  of  Colin- 
us,  Collyngs,  Colly  ns.  Ceilings  and  Collins  of 
which  the  last  is  the  form  most  Generally  ac~ 
cept  ed . 

Families  of  this  name  were  to  be  found 
at  early  dates,  in  many  parts  of  Ireland  and 
England  a  n  d  especially  in  Ireland  in  the 
Counties  of  Limerick,  Cork  and  Mayo. 

Due  to  the  long  centuries  of  oppression 
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which  Ireland  suffered  at  the  hands  of  Great 
Britain,  many  of  the  important  records  of  her 
illustrious  sons  and  daughters,  bearing  the 
name,  have  been  destroyed  in  the  many  wars  and 
political  disturbances  which  continued  for 
hundreds  of  years. 

The  heavy  emigration  from  Ireland  during 
the  18  th  and  19th  Centuries  also  took  its  toll 
of  depriving  Ireland  of  many  thousands  of  its 
worthy  sons*  To  offset  this,  however,  many 
other  countries  were  benefited  by  the  arrival 
and  settling  of  those  Irish  emigrants  in  their 
countries*  As  evidence  of  the  prominence  to 
which  some  of  them  attained  witness  Australia, 
where  in  its  largest  City  of  Melbourne,  the 
most  prominent  business  street  bears  the  name 
of  Collins  Street.  Likewise  in  the  Baltic
